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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tlie record appears below. Sliould tlie clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in the telephone 
interview with Joseph E. Palys on February 4, 2008. 

2. Claim 1-10, 26-43, 60-66, and 72-78 allowable. The restriction requirement 
between inventions I and II, as set forth in the Office action mailed on September 1 1 , 
2007, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected invention 
pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to 
any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 11-25, 44-59, 
67-71, and 79-123, which required all the limitations of an allowable claim, 
previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of the restriction 
requirement, were canceled by applicant in the interview conducted on February 
4, 2008 . The canceled, nonelected claims may be reinstated by applicant if submitted 

in an amendment, limited to the addition of such claims, filed within a time period of 
ONE MONTH, or THIRTY DAYS, whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this 
letter. Upon entry of the amendment, such amended claims will be examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. If NO such amendment is submitted within the set 
time period, the application will be passed to issue. PROSECUTION ON THE MERITS 
IS OTHERWISE CLOSED. 
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In view of tlie witlidrawal of tlie restriction requirement as to tlie linl<ed inventions, 
applicant(s) are advised tliat if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in 
the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 
are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1 21 1 , 1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 - 
32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 .
